Fight Through to the Bitter End 
—Hour Has Come For Struggic. 


~ LONDON, Aug. 1. — Facing the 
most perilous epoch in thelr history 
since they shivered before the spec- 
tre of a Napoleonic invasion, the Eng- 
Msh people are the calmest nation of 
Europe. Yesterday they felt that the 
decision whether Great Britain was 
to be drawn {nto a general European 
war was hanging In the balance. To- 
jday they believe tt is a probability 
rather than a possibility. 

* There is no mistaking the fact that, 
rwith the exception of a minority of 
,; Peace advocates, whose voice is hard- 
=jly heard and seems to carry little 
weight, the nation’s mind is recon- 
ciled to war, 


There have been no “demonstra- 
tions,” no flag-waving, no music-hall 


Patriotism, but there 1s apparent 
among all classes a sober, and grim 
determination, if the Government de- 
clares that the nation’s Interests and 
obligations require her to take up 
arms side by side with Russia and 
France, to see the business through 
to the bitter end. . 

The belief of the average man is 
that the existence of the whole of 
Europe 23 hn armed camp, nervous 
and jealous, could have but one cul- 
ifation, and if the hour for a gen- 

ral settlement has struck there will 
be no flinching. 
. The change that has swept over the 
temper of the country within a week 
is marvelous. A week ago the people 
were wrapped up Jn prize fights, the 
Goodwood races, the Cowes regatta 
and vacations on the continent. 

To-day they are asking only, can 
: the British fleet play its part in pro- 
tecting the island: from isolation, 
which means, in the first instance, 
can It destroy the German Emperor's 
navy? They are concerzied also as to 
whether the food supplies can be 
maintained, and to what extent pri- 
vate fortunes will be impaired by the 
financial upheaval of the war,

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RESIN: IN COAL. 


How It Gets There and: Adds to 
Heating Power. 

To the head of the family who has 
been shoveling coal during the long 
winter it matters not what his coal | 
Is made from as long as it gives a 
reasonable amount of heat and is paid 
for. And yet this question of the in- 
gredient matter and the geologic pro- 
cessea to’ which peat from which coal ; 
ls formed, ia considered 20 important 
by those who are not simply shovel-

Resins contain ‘very much more 
hydrogen and carbon compared to the 
amount of oxygen -than® ordinary 
wood, so that, other things being 
equal, the resinous woods make much 
hotter fires than those containing no 
resins, the hydrogen and carbon being 
sources of the heat. The-iarger the 
aviount of heat the hotter the fre. 
Many a Mississipp! river steamboat 
was blown up in the oil days when, 
in order‘to win. aw race, the barrels of 
resin-in the cargo were broached to 
feed the fires. Resin adds heat power 
vot only to the woods which contain 
it, but also to the coals. 3 

This is why there is resin. in coal. 
Being more resistant to decay tinder 
water. than the wood célls and other 
tissues of the plants cnd trees from 
which the peats of bogs and coal- 
forming swamps are produced, the re- 
ain lumps and particles ar- generally 
left to be buried in the peat deposits, 
even when most c: the surrounding 
wood has rotted away and disappear- 
ed} In bis way they aro sometimes 
concentrated in quantity|so that, to- 
gether ‘with waxes, likewise of heat’ 
value, they form considerable  pdr- 
tions ofthe vegztable ‘debris in the 
peat.. Peat ‘ls the mother substance 
which, ..fter deep burial on’ the crust 
of the earth,’ has been converted Into 
éoal, The kind of ithe ‘peat largely de- 
términes the type of the coal.

Borden 
did what he could to forewarn. and 
forearm the country, Now, when he is 
taking measures to give effect to Can- 
ada’s desire to help the Mother Coun- 
try actually grappling with the foe, it 
is seasonable to recall some passayd 
from speeches he delivered on the sub- 
ject of naval aid. 

On the 29th of March, 1909, he an- 
ticipated exactly the situation in which 
the country now finds itself.’ He said: 

“The day might come — 1.do not 
know that it will come come— the day 
might come; it might come tomorrow, 
it might come next week, it might 
come next month, when the only thing 
we could do in the absence of prepar- 
ation in this country would bo to make 
some kind ‘of contribution.”

At Waterloo Wellington had only 
28,000 men, many of them raw and 
untrained. It is probable that a much 
larger British army is already on Bel- 
gian soil, and the force is likely to be 
increased five or ten-fold in the next 
few weeks.

At at time like the present, whep 
the Empire is actually at war, it 1 
well that all should know what the 
provisions of the law are; particular- 
ly so far as they relate to the calling 
out of men for duty. Here follows 
some of the provisions Of the law: 

“All the male inhabitants of Can- 
ada, of the age of eighteen years and 
upwards, and under sixty, not ¢x- 
empt or disqualified by law, and be- 
ing British subjects, shall be Hable 
to service in the militia; provided 
that the Governor-General may tc- 
quire all male inhabitants of Canada 
capable of bearing arms to Ferve iu 
the caseol a levee en masse.” 

Such is\the substance of the Mill- 
tia Act of Canada, for short Ch. £3; 
4 Edw. VIi., and its full provisions, 
which amount to absolute~ conscrip- 
tion, may bg put in operation at any 
time in case of need by the Gover- 
for-in-Council. Section 25 of the Act 
says: 

“When men are required to organ- 
ize or complete a” corps at any time. 
either for training? or for an emer 
gency, and enough men did not vol- 
unteer to.complete the quota requ'r- 
ed, the men liable to serve shall be 
drafted by ballot.”

CURIOUS HUNTING ‘CUSTOM. 


Coorgs of Southern India Go at It In 
a Ceremontous Way. 


There is a curious hunting custom 
among the Coorgs of Southern India. 
When a hunt is arranged among the 
Villagers they usually: meet carly in 
the morning at a prearranged spot 

+ *with “thelr dogs. According to the 

Coorg custom, they all sit down for a 

while. Having rested, they proceed to 

discuss and decide which part of the 
surrounding jungle they are to beat. 

This being decided, the hunters sta- 

tion themselves at points o- vantage. 

and the beaters endeavor to drive the 
game, if any; towards them. 

If‘before the hunt commences, any 
of the dogs lle down and rub their 
baéks against the ground, it is con- 
aidéred:a good omen and the hunters 
are sure of a “kill” in the jungle 
thoy are aboit to beat. 

‘On the conclusion of a successful, 
«y's: hunt all the animals shot are 
brotight togethor, beside a stream if 
possible, and cut up, none of the hair 
being removed. First of all the head 
and thigh and’a sirip of meat from. 
the best part is cut from.each animal, 
these being the reward of those who 
shot the animals. Strips of fleah 
, gbout a cubit long are then cut for 

those who first touched the animal 

after it was shot. Then the number 
of men and dogs are counted, and 
the remaining portion {is cut up into 
as many pieces as there are men and 

Aogs, bitches among the dogs getting 

no share, : 

After this is done the distribution 
tykes place. The “‘shootcrs” get their. 
abare first, then the “toucheré,” 
then the other hunters, and Iastly the 
dogs, their'share being taken by the

Constant contact with the 
human skin gives to the stones light, 
lustre, gloss and sheen. The best pos- 
Bible way to keep pearls in a’ perfect 
state of preservation, as well as to 
Prolong their life, is to wear them 
always, both by night and by day. 








Porcelain Ships. 


Liners of porcelain driven by 
petrol may one day oust the steam- 
driven ship of steel and wood. The 
porcelain ship is the plan of W. 
Hales Turner, of Gravesend, a fam- 
ous master potter, .His scheme is 
that, apart from the sidea and 
framework, ships should be bullt of 
plate porcelain.. After 40 yeara’ la- 
bor and an expenditure of -about 
$500,000 it hasbeen discovered how 
to manufacture plate porcelain at 
$362 ton in any size up to 15 by 
10 feet. 

Mr, Turner points out the advan- 
tages of the new material as regards 
cheapness cleanliness and perman- 
ence. It is cheaper than any of its 
rivals, it harbors no vermin, it can 
} be cleaned by washing, the decora- 
ttons catl bo supplied at the time of 
manufacture and will never need re- 
newing, and it will never need paint- 
ing. Such a ship could be “washed 
up” Uke a china cup.

Canada han called 22,000 men to form 
an expeditionary force to go to the aid of 
Great Britain. That is well, but it is 
not enough. If Great Britain arms one 
million men in a. population of forty- 
five million, Canada should arm a. [ike 
proportion, That would be 160,000, ’er- 
haps we cannot call them all to active 
service, but we can at least: putone hun- 
, dred thousand in the field. 

To-day Canada has about 30,000 men 
on service—22,000 at Valcartier, 1,000 in 
the navy, and 7,000 on garrison and spe 
cial duty, That leaves a balance of 70,- 
000 to be mobilized yet: As a fina line 
of defence, we should have our regular 
complement of 60,000 militia — enrolled 
but not called out. This would make 
uy our quota oF 160,000, This is the big 
task which confronts us as a nation, but 
it should be facer earnestly. This war 
will be long and fierce and Canada must 
do her share. By the end of the year we 
should have one hundred thousand men 
in arms, with at Jeast one-half of them 
on the other side of the Atlantic. 

This is our simple duty—the price of 
our fealty to the Britannic Alliance. 
This would be the full armour of our 
coursge.

“Sir Gilbert Parker, M. P., who has 
issued a characteristic appeal to Can- 
adians “to come over and help us’? (as 
though Canadians needed any urging) 
about ten years azo, when he paid his 
first visit to Canada after his knight- 
hood, although I had been in corres- 
pondence with him for several years 
before.’

He must have 
known that our contingent was being 
mobilized; yet he issues this self-adver- 
tising appeal to Canadians to do their 
duty, We in Canada don’t need any 
prompting by any Sir Gilbert Parker 
to do our duty.

LONDON, Aug. 31. — A despatch 
from Boulogne saya the wounded 
Germans are being given the same at- 
tention as the French and British. 
“They declare,” says the despatch, 
“that the extraordinary resistance of- 
fered by the allied armfes was a great 
surprise to the invaders. After tho 
occupation of Brussels they expected 
to march to Paris with comparative 
; ease. Their information was that the 
main French army was distributed 
along the frontiers of Alsace and Lor- 
Taine, so an easy victory for the enor- 
mous German forces in Belgium was 
anticipated. 
The wounded German officers ad- 
mit that the British have taken the 
principal part in holding up the Ger- 
man-advance, The resistance made 
by the British to the superior German 
force enabled the French to convey 
by rallway large reinforcements from 
the eastern to the northern frontier 
and to interpose new/obstacles  be- 
tween the invaders \.
